With $10,000 granted by the 
government for an additional two 
classrooms at the Upland ‘sJemen- 
tary school building here, Upland 
school authorities are today pre- 
paring to have detailed structural 
pians completed immediately, 

Harold W. Cook, Upland school 
superintendent, received a tele- 
gram yesterday from Congress- 
man Harry Sheppard advising him 
that President Harry Truman had 
approved the allotment of $10,000 
for censtruction of emergency 
school rooms. 

Location of the Parkside resi- 
Gential project here résulted in an 
increase in the school enrollment, 


in providing the additional class- 
rooms. 

Estimated cost of the additional 
rooms is $24,000. 

Mr. Cook said that as planned 
at present, architects would be 
esked to prepare detailed construc- 
tion plans immediately and that 


, actual construction would be start- 


ed as soon as pessible. It was his 
forecast, however, that the addi- 
rooms would not be com+s 
pleted in time for start of classes 


| in the fall. 


Tentative plans call for one or 
the rooms to be added on the west 
of the extension facing south at 
Arrow highway. Lavatories wil! 
be placed just north of the addi- 
tion with the second class room

Thus, 
America's help to China will have 
increased in volume by about 40 
per cent, and around 200 per sent 
in. effectiveness in two years. It 
is fortunate indeed that we have 
heen able to achieve this growth, 
as China faces its ninth year of 
war.”

Further explanation of the re-! 
quirements of the proposed build- 
ing protection ordinance for un- 
incorporated areas of the county 
fs made today by Harold Zenz, di- 
rector of the county planning 
commission. 

‘It should be made clear that 
the proposal is not revolutionary; 
it will not make useless present 
homes,” Mr. Zenz said. He listed 
the following 12 points to “allay 
fears that are being aroused:” 

1. The proposal would not at- 
fect homes, buildings, structures 
now existing, unless they were 
moved or remodeled on a major 
scale, 

2. The proposal would not pre- 
vent rabbit, chicken, livestock, or 
farming activities, present or fu- 
ture, as the proposal does not at- 
tempt to zone or restrict any land 
uses. 

83. The proposal is not as higt f 
in its minimums as the codes in 
effect in cities. 

4. Any individaul could do his 
own werk. 

5. Registered or approved 
workmen would not be required 

6. Plumbing and electrical 
work is not brought under any 
restrictions, and no fees would be 
required for this work. Helpful 
information would be available on 
these at the building office. 

7..The proposal would create a 
service office where all citizens 
could get information and help on 
puilding and construction prob- 
lems. 

8. The proposal is not unreason- 
able, as evidenced by the small 
homes being built daily inside 
cities and counties where the codes 


posal for this county. 

9. Modifications are proposed 
for the code which make allow- 
ances for mountain, desert and 
agricultural construction. 

10, Fees would be much lower 


than in cities, as no fee and nc 
permit would ‘be required tc: 
values under $100. The fee for 


permit and inspection service and 
for the consultation service would 
be $2 per $1000 value, with a $1 
plan checking fee on each $1000 
over $2000. These are the total 
costs. 

11. The code would prevent un- 
safe structures, burlap and scrap 
shacks, establishing recognized 
health and safety minimums that 
have been found to be reasonable 
jn hundreds of areas.
